There arve some
pastages of deseription in  the original
novel which no puinter could reslize on con-
vas, while n composer could at most reoall
them by wasterly nse of the orchestra.  There
nreseveral tond lljl::_; SOCTIOR, INOTeOvery, Iy Lweaen
“La Petite Fadette” and her **fadet” which ave
too delionte for substintinl transference from
the hook to the theatre. But while recogniz-
ing the existence of these technical diffienl-
ties, wo eannot understand what necessity
there was for wmaking “Landry,” the lover, go
wad and demean himself in Lis moments of
inspnity like *‘Lionel,” the son of *‘Lord
Derbiy, " in Flotow's Muriha., Some of the
French crities compliment M, Carre on the
ingennity he has shown in depriving his
tenor lover, through on enlire act, of his
ordinary amount of intelleet. M, Cdrre can
searcgly take such a compliment seriously,
knowing, as he better than any one does,
that in glmost every modern opera that has
attained popularity, the hercine goes mad,
and that there is nolling original even in
representing the hero as demented. Since
the day of “‘Nina" lunacy has always been more
orless in fashion on the operatic stage, » Ros-
sini, a sane composer if ever there was one,
had, it is frue, no taste for madness; bnt Bel-
lini's “Elvira,” Donizelti's “Luncia” and
“Linda,” Meyerbeer's *‘Dinorah” and “*Cata-
rinag,” **Gounod’s “*‘Margherita,” Thomas'
“Ophelia,” all go crazy. Indeed, Mad'lle
ilma de Murska never impersonates a charac-
ter who retains full pofsession of her senses
throughout the piece; while the only sound-
minded persouages represented by Mad'lie
Nilsson arve **Lady Henrietta,” who drives her
lover wmad, and *“*Violetta, who herself
perishes of “*folly” in the scriptural sense,
